It is a 
rare Stone, for if it be put the fecond time upon the Wound^, 
and (tick to it^ 'tis a (ignit had not fuck'd all the Venome 
during its firft applications but if it (licknotj 'tis a mark 
that all the Poyfon was drawn out at firft. So far our Fre»ch 
Author: wherein appears noconHdereble difference frons 
the written Relation before raentioncd.

This is delivered in the fame Book of Monfieur Thevehot.^ 
and the manner of it having been inquired after, by fever 
ral curious Pcrfons/ to compare it with that, which is nfed in 
Europe^ 'tis prcfum'dj they^will tiot bedifpleafed to findc it 
inferted here in Englip)-^ . which is. as foUoweth .• 

Saltpetre \s found in many places of the 'Eajl hnlhs^ but 
chiefly about ^^r^j and in the Villages^ that heretofore have 
been numerouuy inhabited^ but are nowdelerted. They 
draw it out of three forts of Earthy blackj yellow^ and 
white : the befl-, is that which is drawn out of the blacky for 
it is free from common Salt. They work it in this maniier : 
They make two Pits, flat at the bottorrj) like thcfe where- 
in common Salt is made 5 one of them having much more 
compafs then the other, they fill that with Earthen pen which 
they let run Wat er^^ and by the feet of People they tread it^ 
andreduceittotheconfiftencyof aPap, and fo they let it 
ftand for two days^ that the Water may extraft all the Salt 
that is in the Earth.: Then they pafs this Water into another 
Pit, in which it chriftailJizes into -y^/fpe/re. They let it boil 
onceortv/ice in a Caldron, .according as they will have it 
whiter and purer. Whiift it is i)ver the Fire^ they fcum it 
continually, and fill it out into great Earthen Pots^^ which 
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hold each 25 or 50 pounds^ and thefe they expofe to dear 
Nights 5 and if there be any impurity remaining, it will fall 
to the bottoai : Afterwards ttey break the Pots, and dry 
the Salt in the Sun. One might make vaft quantities of Salt- 
pet re in ihefe parts h but the Country People feeing that Wc 
buy of itj and that the Effglr/I) begin to do the fame^ they 
now fell us a Maon of 6 pounds for twoRupas and a half^ 
which we had formerly for half that price-

This excellent Dantifcan Afl"ronomer| Bevelwr^ m his Tfo^ 
dromus (by him fo Gall'd, becaufe it is z^ a Hirbinger to his 
Cometography'^ which hath already fo far pafled the Prefs^ 
that of twelve Books there are but three remaining to be 
Printed) gives an Account of the Obfervations he hath 
made of the Firfiof the two late Comets ; referving thofe 
h<?hath made of thcfecond^ for that great Treatife^ where 
he alfo intends to deliver the Matter of this/r/2 more parti- 
cularly and more fuHy then he hath done here.
